“We are gathered to pay our re­ 
cess to the late John A. Johnson, 
e great crowd is evidence of the 
rm affection in which he was held, 
t only in his own state hut through- 
t the United States. 
The text at 
vernor Johnson’s funeral, ‘A prince 
d a great man hath fallen 
this 
y,’ shall he our text here. It is safe 
say no man in public life was he­ 
ed as was Governor Johnson.

MOST FATAL FOR 


YEARS TO HUNTERS 


Many Killed During the Hunt­ 


ing Season. 


Milwaukee, Nov. 29.—The hunting 
season in Upper Michigan and Wiscon­ 
sin this year promises to be the most 
fatal for years to hunters, for already 
the number killed is equal to the high­ 
est figure in nine years, with the ex­ 
ception of 1907, the worst on record. 
So far the number killed totals twenty- 
eight and the injured twenty-seven. 
There are still two days of the season, 
and more fatalities are expected to 
be recorded before the season ends. 
Of the total of twenty-eight, nine 
were killed when bird hunting before 
the deer season began. 
Most of the 
others were killed by mistake for 
deer by other hunters. 
In 1907, fifty- 
one were killed, but the majority of 
these were shot when duck hunting. 
Among the more prominent persons 
who lost their lives are Dr. John R. 
Moore, a well known surgeon of the 
United 
States Steel corporation at 
Ironwood, and H. B. Bacon, another 
wen known doctor of New London. 
One woman was fatally wounded at 
Calumet, Mich., by th e -careless hand­ 
ling of a gun by a hunter. 
Milwau­ 
kee’s victim was John G. Hoelzel, a 
well known real estate man. 
No part of the state escaped record­ 
ing its victims. 
Perhaps the saddest 
feature of the open season is the large 
number of boys killed, either by com­ 
panions or by their own carelessness 
In one case a lad was shdt by a 
younger brother.

AGAINST THE SUGAR TRUST 


Frank B. Kellogg May Handle Cases 
for Government. 
Washington, Nov. 29.—While nei­ 
ther Attorney General W ickerham 
nor Frank B. Kellokk will discuss the 
subject, there is good reason to be­ 
lieve that if the department of justice 
retains special counsel in the pro­ 
spective cases against the sugar trust. 
Mr. Kellogg will be offered the job. 
Mr. Kellogg’s reputation as a lawyer 
has enhanced considerably in admin­ 
istration circles since the decision by 
the United States circuit court in the 
Standard Oil case, in which the St. 
Paul lawyer appeared as counsel for 
the government. 
Up to date it is 
known that no decision has been 
reached by the attorney general as to 
whether the sugar cases shall be han­ 
dled by officers of the department of 
justice or outside talent enlisted. 
Mr. Kellogg denied specifically that 
he had been asaed to prepare briefs 
in the sugar cases. 
“I have not dis­ 
cussed the subject with anybody in 
authority since my arrival here,” said 
Mr. Kellogg. 
The St. Paul lawyer re­ 
fused to say whether or not he would 
handle the brief of the government in 
the sugar cases if he was invited to 
do so. 
Since his arrival here Mr. Kellogg 
has been in constant conference with 
Attorney General Wickersham relative 
to the Standard Oil case.

Chicago, Nov. 29.—Insurgent Repub­ 
lican senators and representatives are 
heading for Washington for the reg­ 
ular session of congress, from out of 
the W estern states, keyed up to fight­ 
ing pitch. 
The Kansas City speech 
of Speaker Cannon, following so close­ 
ly upon the heels of his Bloomington 
midnight attack upon everybody who 
does not agree with him, hr.s burned 
the bridges and the wires are down. 
Perhaps Uncle Joe did not know it 
but insurgents of high standing within 
the Republican organization west o’1 
the Missouri river were on fhe spot 
at the Knife and Fork club dinner to 
hear with their own ears exactly what 
the speaker had to say about them. 
These leaders said frankly, after di­ 
gesting that part of the Cannon dia­ 
tribe which was 
spontaneous 
with 
him, that any attem pt at compromise, 
even during this session of congress, 
for personal or local reasons, or even 
for the sake of the president, would 
be ultra foolish in view of the limit 
to which Speaker Cannon had gone 
in condemning insurgentisin to the 
fiery furnace. 
The public utterances of Senator 
Aldrich through the West resulted in 
a belligerency on the part of the in­ 
surgent 
delegation 
at 
Washington 
which was not to be the practical atti­ 
tude of the Middle W esterners, as 
they viewed the situation following 
the New Orleans waterways conven­ 
tion and prior to the Bloomington 
speech of Uncle Joe. 


Statement by Bristow.

Speaker Cannon’s emphatic declara­ 
tion that hereafter the “regular” Re­ 
publicans will 
fight the 
insurgents

“Mr.

wrong,” said Senator Bristow.

has forced the war and now he will 
get it. He lost his head in his Kansas 
City speech. 
He has misled himself 
as to the real attitude of the Repub­ 
licans of this part of the country. 
There is nothing for progressive Re­ 
publicans to do now but to fight back. 
I consider the battle opened and upon 
ground chosen by Speaker Cannon.” 
Governor Stubbs of Kansas atten­ 
tively considered the Kansas City ad­ 
dress of Speaker Cannon.

dropped from public view Saturday, 
was still in the vicinity of New York, 
recuperating. He was on the verge of 
a nervous breakdown and his retire­ 
ment was absolutely necessary. 
The statem ent as issued 
by Mr. 
Cook follows: 
“Dr. Cook is in the vicinity of New 
York trying to get a much needed 
rest. 
If he decides to go to Europe 
there will be no secrecy concerning 
his departure. I think that his friends 
and critics alike should be charitable 
enough to allow him to rest until hi3 
health is fully restored. 
He has not 
been reading the newspapers in the 
past few days and is not responsible 
for the statements that have been 
issued by those who were acting as 
his spokesmen. 
“In sending his data to Copenhagen 
Dr. Cook has fuililied his obligations 
to the public.” 
The foregoing was issued by th° 
explorer’s brother in view of the fp*-t 
that the doctor’s apparent seclusion 
caused 
great ‘anxiety 
among

friends, leaving even John R. Brad­ 
ley, his financial hacker, puzzled and 
exasperated. 
Mrs. Cook is also In 
New York, but her exact whereabouts, 
as in her husband’s case, have not 
been announced. 


DO NOT LIKE THE CLAMOR 


Tariff Revision Agitation W orries the 
Standpatters. 
Washington, Nov. 29.—Standpat Re­ 
publicans do not like the clamor from 
various quarters for another revision 
of the tariff by the present congress. 
They are much provoked over the sit­ 
uation and are particularly incensed 
with Representative James R. Mann of 
Illinois, who has announced a pur­ 
pose to introduce a series of bills in 
the house that is expected to open up 
the tariff for serious discussion at the 
coming session. 
Mr. Mann’s promi­ 
nence and his affiliation with the Can­ 
non organization make his course 
something to be reckoned with. 
Representative Sereno E. Payne of 
New York, chairman of the committee 
on ways and means, who has just 
come to town, ridicules the idea that 
the house may be induced this winter 
to revise the tariff in whole, as de­ 
manded by Republican insurgents in 
the West, or in part, as proposed by 
Representative Mann. 
At the same 
time Mr. Payne and his friends prob­ 
ably would acknowledge in confidence 
that they do not like the looks of 
the movement against the tariff that 
has behind it the president and the 
personality of Mr. Mann. 
Representative Mann annonced tliat 
he was prompted to introduce his 
bills because of a fear that if the tar­ 
iff law was enforced in its present 
form a disastrous trade war with Can­ 
ada would result.

POLITICAL UNREST 
EVIDENT IN GUBA 


Atmosphere Laden With Sug­ 


gestions of Trouble. 


Havana, Nov. 29.—Not since the 
downfall 
of the administration of 
President Palma has the political at­ 
mosphere of Cuba been more charged 
and more laden with suggestions of 
trouble than now. 
The re-established 
republic is scarcely nine months old 
and already rumors have become per­ 
sistent that some wray is being sought 
to secure the retirement of President 
Gomez 
and 
place 
Vice 
President 
Zayas at the head of the nation. 
When General Gomez received the 
post of chief magistrate at the hands 
of Governor Magoon the followers ff 
Vice President Zayas and even the 
conservative opposition, 
which had 
sustained the banner of General Meno- 
cal in the campaign of the previous 
summer, lent him their support In the 
determination to give the new admin­ 
istration a fair trial. 
That they re­ 
gard the trial as a failure Is evidenced 
by 
their manifesto, issued shortly 
after the reconvening of congress, in 
which they declared their intention of 
beginning an active campaign against 
the administration. 
Probably the most serious condition 
that the president is now facing is 
that resulting from the continued fail­ 
ure of efforts to effect a complete fu­ 
sion between his partisans and those 
of Vice President Zayas. 
During the 
presidential campaign 
there was a 
truce, but with the beginning of the 
distribution of offices under the new 
administration mutual 
distrust was 
re-established, each 
side contending 
tenaciously for its share. 


EXPLOSION IN A HOSPITAL 


Imperils 
Lives of 
Patients, 
Doctors 
and Nurses. 
Chicago, Nov. 29.—Dynamite in coal 
is believed to have been the cause of 
an explosion in the furnace of the 
American hospital, in which the lives 
of patients, nurses and doctors of the 
institutions were imperiled. 
The explosion which wrecked the 
heating plant of the hospital, occurred 
in the fire box of the furnace shortly 
after the :unitor had filled it with a 
fresh supply of coal. 
The explosion precipitated a panic 
among the patients, many of whom 
attempted to flee from the building, 
but were restrained by nurses. 
Fire 
following the explosion was quickly 
extinguished. 
The hospital authorities believe that 
dynamite from the coal mine was in 
tile coal and they have ordered that 
all coal in the bins be taken back by 
the company from which it was pur­ 
chased. 
As soon as the extent of the damage 
to the hospital was ascertained doc­ 
tors and nurses succeeded in quieting 
the alarmed patients, many of whor; 
were recovering from surgical opera­ 
tions. 
None was seriously injured.

It was promised to be 
introduced in all the schools, but in 
some way was overlooked or entire­ 
ly forgotten. 
Has this marvelous tw entieth cen­ 
tury, as it has in m any other ways, 
also broadened our intellect to such 
an extent th a t it needs no diversion?

FIVE KILLED IN 
AUTO ACCIDENT 


Two Others Are Probably Fa­ 
tally Injured. 


Los Angeles, Nov. 26.—Nicholas Ja­ 
cobs, a real estate dealer of this city, 
his two daughters and his two sons 
are dead and Mrs. Jacobs and hei 
two-months’-old baby are dying as the 
result of a collision between an auto­ 
mobile in which they were riding and 
a trolley car on the Los Angeles and 
Santa Ana line, six miles from the 
city. 
Two other sons of Jacobs, Peter and 
John, and Miss Josephine Solon, nine* 
teen years old, jumped from the auto­ 
mobile and escaped with slight in­ 
juries. 
While an electric car in which the 
injured 
persons and the bodies c t 
those killed had been placed, was coni 
ing to Los Angeles it collided with a 
car on the Central avene line at Sev­ 
enth and Central avenues in this city 
and eight more people were injured, 
some seriously. 
The first accident happened at a 
crossing when the automobile in which 
the Jacobs family was returning to the 
city after ^spending .the 
day with 


friends at Waits, was driven Upon the 
track directly In front of the swiftly 
moving car. 
The car hurled the au­ 
tomobile forty feet. 
The occupants 
were thrown to the road and Jacobs 
with his four children, Anthony, aged 
six; Clement, aged four; Rate, aged 
eighteen, and Mamie, aged eighteen, 
were dead when passengers on the car 
reached them. 
Mrs. Jacobs, who held the baby it. 
her arms, was thrown fifty feet and 
will die, while the baby, crushed under 
its mother’s body, Is believed to be 
fatally hurt.

Contending Armlet in Final Claeh at 
Rama and Greytown. 
Washington, Nov. 29.—The Nicara­ 
guan Insurgents are now engaged in

way to Sumas 
When within a mile of the city limits 
of New W estminister the train ran 
Into a washed out culvert. 
The en 
gine passed nearly over and then 
sagged back, and Firem an Kent and 
Engineer Beatiger jumped, escaping 
injury. 
Immediately behind the tender was 
a Japanese bunk car, in which thirty 
five men lay, most of them asleep 
The engine settled back until it stood 
almost on end, and the Japanese cai 
was caught and smashed between the* 
engine and tender. It was cut square 
ly in half. 
One-half was crushed to 
kindling wood and the remainder 
smashed in on its sides and ends, slid 
further into the gully. Three flat cars 
piled on top of each other while the 
caboose remained on the tracks. 
Riding on either the engine or with 
the Japanese was a white man, George 
W. Kemp, a commercial traveler ol 
Vancouver. 
His feet were crushed, 
and he has internal Injuries. 
He lies 
unconscious at Vancouver general hos 
pital. 
How he happened to be on the 
train is a mystery to railway officials

BALLINGER MAKES REPORT 


Contains Important Recommendations 
Regarding Public Lands. 
Washington, 
Nov. 
29.—Important 
recommendations 
urging 
remedial 
legislation by congress for securing 
the best use of the remaining public 
lands are the principal features of 
the annual report of Secretary of the 
Interior Ballinger, just made public. 
These recommendations Include spe­ 
cific authority to classify and segre­ 
gate the lands into well defined divi­ 
sions. according to their greatest ap­ 
parent use, legislation 
designed 
ta 
conserve the coal deposits as a public 
utility and to prevent monopoly or 
extortion in their disposition and au­ 
thorizing the classification and dis­ 
position of all lands capable of being 
used for water power development un­ 
der the interior department. 
Warm praise is given manufactur­ 
ers of explosives used in coal mining, 
who, the report says, have made com­ 
mendable efforts to increase the safe­ 
ty of their explosives even beyond 
the requirements of geological survey 
tests. 
They have shown a desire to 
carry out the wishes of the state in­ 
spectors and the/recommendations of 
the federal engineers and chemists 
connected with the investigations Into 
the causes of mine explosions. 
Since the foundation of the govern­ 
ment, the report shows, there has 
been disbursed for pensions $3,913,- 
082.543, of which $96,445,444 was dis­ 
bursed prior to June 30, 1865. 


Husband, Wife and Their Child M ur­ 
dered. 
Frontenac, Kan., Nov. 29.—The dead 
bodies of Mr. and Mrs. William Bork 
and their 
three-year-old 
son were 
fond near a lonely highway, all three 
victims of the bullets of an unknown 
assassin. 
A posse of armed farmers, 
accompanied by bloodhounds, scoured 
the adjoining country for the fugitives 
Bork had evidently ween killed while 
defending his wife. 
The woman’s 
body, 
terribly 
mutilated, 
with 
the 
clothing torn off, was found some 
yards away from the road in a corn 
field. 
She had been assaulted, but 
had apparently fought with demoni 
acal strength to resist the assailant. 
The Borks were residents of Fronte­ 
nac. 
They were last seen alive when 
they started to drive to the home of 
Mrs. Bork’s mother, who resides in 
the country. 
| 
The deserted carriage was found in 
the roadway and investigation led to 
the discovery of 
the 
dead bodies. 
Bork had been shot through the body 
four times. 
The body of the child, shot through 
the head, was found nearby. 
A ribbon and piece of Mrs. Bork’s 
dress was found several feet away. A 
short distance further her comb was 
picked up. 
At the edge of the corn 
field the ground was tram pled up as 
though a frightful struggle had taken 
place. 
Mrs. Bork’s body was found 
there. 
There i3 no clue to the identity of 
the assassin. 


BLUE GRASS REGION WATERS 


Report by the United States Geolog­ 
ical Survey 
Washington, Nov. 29.—A report on 
the waters of the Blue Grass region of 
Kentucky has just been published by 
the United States geological survey 
as water supply paper 233, which ie 
the result of a survey by G. C. Matson, 
geologist, and of assays and analyses 
by Chase Palmer, chemist. 
Mr. Matson sketches briefly the geol­ 
ogy of the region, gives accounts of 
the surface and the underground wa­ 
ters, indicating the water horizons, 
and describes in detail the under­ 
ground water conditions by counties. 
Mr. Palmer discusses the industrial 
uses of the water and gives tables 
showing the results of field assays. 
Sections on the medicinal and table 
waters should be of general interest, 
for tho annual sales of mineral wa­ 
ters of the Blue Grass region now 
amount to $200,000. 
The report contains sections on the 
soils, on the collection and storage of 
rain water, on municipal water sup­ 
plies, and on the comparative hard­ 
ness of the waters, and includes many 
chemical analyses. It is illustrated by 
a map of the region and by several 
diagrams. 
W ater supply paper 233 can be ob 
tained free by applying to the directoi 
of the survey at Washington.
